DO YOU PREFER WORKING

ROBB FLYNN, HOW’S IT GOING? 

I’m doing great. I’m busy with Machine 
Head right now getting ready to release 
the record. We’re super juiced about it. 

UNTO THE LOCUST IS ALBUM NUMBER 
SEVEN FOR MACHINE HEAD. YOU 
MUST BE GETTING SICK OF PEOPLE 
ASKING ABOUT THE PRESSURE OF 
RELEASING IT AFTER THE SUCCESS OF 
THE BLACKENING, RIGHT? 

I was sick of that question even before 
we’d finished The Blackening tour. We 
were hearing things like, “You’re never 
gonna top it’’ and it was infuriating. But 
in a lot of ways it inspired us to write 
some ferocious shit. We had a lot to live 
up to. I’m not going to complain about 
how well The Blackening was received, 
but after a while we were ready to take 
on the future. 

YOUR KIDS FEATURE ON ONE OF THE 
SONGS ON THE NEW ALBUM. DID 
THEY DEMAND ROYALTIES AND MAKE 
OUTLANDISH REQUESTS? 

[Laughs] Like a rider of chocolate milk? 
No, they were totally into it. I’d got my 
oldest son Xander to sing on the demo, 


and after a while my youngest, Wyatt, 
would keep on asking me to play 
‘Xander’s song'. He was super proud 
and learnt it, so when the recording 
came around he was really excited to 
play on the song, too. 

YOU’VE ALSO GOT A STRING QUARTET 
INVOLVED. IS THIS A SIGN THAT 
MACHINE HEAD HAVE MATURING 
TASTES AFTER 20 YEARS? WILL YOU BE 
WEARING CARDIGANS AND SMOKING 
PIPES NEXT? 

There was a lot of pipe smoking during 
the recording, but I’m not sure they’re 
the pipes you're talking about. When 
I was writing I could instantly hear 
strings. We selected parts here and 
there to add colour but it’s still all 
about the thrashing, the pillaging 
and the killing. 

FOR SOMEONE WHO’S KNOWN FOR 
BEING A NICE DUDE, WHERE DO THE 
DARK MACHINE HEAD LYRICS COME 
FROM? DO YOU GET INTO A MINDSET 
TO FIND THEM? 

It’s funny because for so long I was very 
unapproachable. I was an introverted ESP 
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guy, and being in a band brought that 
out of me. Now, I'm as social as I have 
to be as a front man, but there’s still a 
part of me that wants to hide behind 
the cabs when we play live, especially 
if I’m hungover. 

HAVE YOU EVER WRITTEN 
SOMETHING AND THEN THOUGHT 
TO YOURSELF, “SHIT, WHERE DID 
THAT COME FROM?” 

The original lyrics for I Am Hell 
from the new record were from a 
poem I wrote when I was completely 
whacked out on Xanax and wine one 
night. I sent them to my band, and 
they came back to me like, “What the 
fuck! You’re one sick fucker dude, but 
we love you!” Now the lyrics are about 
how female arsonists do what they 
do out of love, whereas male arsonists 
set fire to shit through anger. That's 
considerably more mental, I think. 
HOW INSTRUMENTAL HAS WRITING 
THE LYRIC “HEAR ME NOW” FROM 
IMPERIUM BEEN TO THE BAND’S 
SUCCESS OVERALL? 

A lot of people identified with that. 
From where we were at the time, we 
felt the world was against us and 
wanting us to fail, and that was our 
giant “Fuck You” to everybody. It was a 
fuck you as big as the sky and it came 
from a real place, which is why people 
connected with it. 

AS YOU’VE BEEN IN THE GAME 
FOR SO LONG HAVE YOU SEEN AN 
EVOLUTION OF THE ROCKSTAR? 

I like rockstars with problems. I want 
to hear a singer who is so fucking 
pissed that you think, “Man, that 
dude has problems!”, /know? I love 
it. Some sort of ache or anger, and to 
me, those are the rockstars that I’ve 
always identified with, whether it 
was then or today. 

YOU’RE A VERY RECOGNISABLE 
DUDE-INSTEAD OF GROWING A 
DISGUISE BEARD, HAVE THERE EVER 
BEEN TIMES WHEN YOU’VE WANTED 
TO CHOP IT OFF SO PEOPLE DON’T 
RECOGNISE YOU? 

I’ve had no beard from time to time, 
but I like having some facial hair. I’ve 



been growing this for 20 years now 
and it doesn’t seem to get any fucking 
longer. I’ll condition it, but it still 
won’t grow. 

THE NOSE RING WAS QUITE A FART 
OP YOUR LOOK, TOO* HAVE YOU 
RETIRED IT NOW? 

I didn’t set about to retire it. I was 
playing on stage and caught my 
guitar strap on it, and ripped my 
septum super bad whilst playing. It 
hurt like hell. I went to a piercer to 
keep it open, but it was so swollen by 
then that I could only get the piercing 
in two thirds of the way. I had to let it 
heal then just forgot about it, really. 
HAVING BLOOD GUSHING OUT 
OF YOUR HEAD DURING A METAL 
SHOW MUST HAVE GONE DOWN 
PRETTY WELL. 

The crowd liked it, but I was pretty 
freaked out. 

WHAT OTHER BAT-SHIT CRAZY 
STUFF HAS GONE DOWN AT A SHOW? 

Watching people kicking a dead dog 
in the crowd was pretty crazy. I dunno 
how the fuck it got there, but this 
thing had gone into rigor mortis and 
guys were dancing with it and tossing 
it around. That was a bit surreal.
